USSR - Bloc Relations : At his meeting with 


Gheorghiu-Dej on the Yugoslav-Rumanian frontier 
today, Yugoslav President Tito probably will seek 
to impress the Rumanian party leader with the need 
for avoiding ill-considered polemics with the USSR. 


At Brioni on 18 June, Tito told Ambassador 
Elbrick that he feels Bucharest has gone too far, 
too fast in criticizing the USSR, In addition, he 
expressed concern lest Western overtures designed 
to encourage Gheorghiu-Dej provoke "dangerous" 
consequences for the Rumanians. 


Tito also told the ambassador that, during his 
recent one -day meeting with Khrushchev in Leningrad, 
he had counseled the Soviet leader against holding an 
international Communist meeting to deal with the 
Sino-Soviet dispute and other problems at this time. 

He assured Elbrick there would be no such meeting 
"for the time being." 


Several weeks ago, the Rumanians invited Tito 
to visit Bucharest this summer. Tito may have 
sought today's less public meeting with Gheorghiu- 
Dej as a consequence of his talks with Khrushchev. 
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
